Surface Notse

Record collecting in the last few years has become almost a fine art. The hobby 
has developed it's general collectors, it's specialist and other variations much as has 
the older and more established pastime of stamp collecting. 

The statement is, I think, a valid one. Just for fun, let's make a few comparisons. 
There is for example, the record collector who will, apparently without rhyme or reason, 
fill his house, basement, or garage with thousands of old 78's, no matter who recorded 
them or what kind of music is being played, be it good, bad, or indifferent. He is very 
much like the kid who gets a big fat stamp album for Christmas and sets about trying to 
fill it. They are both interested in the quantity of their collections and not so much 
in quality. Accumulation seems to be their goal in life. 


Then there is the guy who is interested in only the original issue of a record, 
comparable to the first day of issue cancellations favored by many stamp enthusiast. He 
is not interested so much in the music as he is in the label, a Beiderbecke Gennett, or 
be it an old Paul Whiteman with the ‘maestro's picture on the label, or even a side of 
Kay Kyser on Brunswick. This fellow keeps his collection in a showcase (or maybe a 
vault) taking great pride in the rarity of each item, the rarer the better. To him, the 
darkest day in the history of recorded music was the invention of the LP- the reason it 
was to start the begining of the reissued hit of yesteryear. 

The next group is like the stamp collectors who collect only a few countries, spec- 
ializing in their stamps while acquiring only a limited number of outside material. In 
record collecting this would be the jazz or opera or male pop singer or big band buff. 
He is primarily interested in the music and would much prefer high fidelity reissues of 
his favorites to the old scratchy 78rpm originals. He will reject records whose music 
doesn't interest him, even within his area of specialization. (This is my category, 
having been a jazz collector for over thirty years.) 

The last type of collector I'll mention is similar to the philatelist who collects 
only revenue stamps, Christmas issues, airport dedications, or other finely defined spec- 
ialities. This would be the collector who attempts to get everything ever made by a 
particular artist, be it Ellington, Caruso, or the Beatles, even going to the point of 
radio broadcasts, concerts, "bootleg" material, anything his favorite can heard on. 

Perhaps you recognize yourself in one of the above groups. Maybe in more than one, 
for like in the stamp collecting world as in life, people can't be that definitely 
pigeon-holed. No matter. 

I've taken a light-hearted look at this wonderful, enjoyable hobby that we're in- 
volved in. Whatever you interest, have fun. And remember, though records take up a lot 
more room than stamps, you can't play a U.S. commemorative. 
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The Big Bands 


Can you recall what it was like? The days of the Big Band, were you fortunate to 
see the great bands in person. Maybe you were there in New York two-thirds of the way 
through the 1930's, when there were so many great bands playing-so many of them at the 
sane time. You could choose your spots, and there were many. 

You could go to the Manhattan Room of the Hotel Pennsylvania,where Benny Goodman, 
the man who started it all, was playing with his great band, complete with Gene Krupa. 

A block or so further to the Terrace Room of the Hotel New Yorker, and there you'd 
find Jimmy Dorsey and his Orchestra with Bob Eberly and Helen O'Connell.... or to the 
Blue Room of the Hotel Lincoln to catch Artie Shaw and his band with Helen Forrest.... 
or to the Green Room of the Hotel Edison for Les Brown's brand new band. 

Perhaps to some other hotel room-like the Palm Room of the Commodore for Red Norvo 
and Mildred Bailey and their soft, subtle swing....or to the Grill Room of the Lexington 
for Bob Crosby and his dixieland Bobcats....or to the Moonlit Terrace of the Biltmore 
for Horace Heidt and his huge singing entourage....or down to the Roosevelt Grill for 
Guy Lombardo and his Royal Canadians and their extra sweet sounds. 

And then there were the ballrooms-the Roseland with Woody Herman and the Savoy 
with Chick Webb. Not to mention the nightclubs-the Cotton Club with Duke Ellington, or 
the Paradise Restaurant, where a band nobody knew too much about was making sounds that 
the entire nation would soon recognize as those of Glenn Miller and his Orchestra. 

If you didn't feel up to dancing more like sitting and listening or to see a movie 
too. You could go to the Paramount Theatre where Tommy Dorsey and his band, along with 
Jack Leonard and Edythe Wright, were appearing....or to the Strand to catch Xavier 
Cugat and his Latin music....or to Loew's State, where Jimmie Lunceford was swinging 
forth. 

And if you owned a car, you could go a few miles out of town....to the Glen Island 
Casino in New Rochelle to dance to Larry Clinton music with vocals by Bea Wain.eee or 
to Frank Dailey's Meadowbrook across the bridge in New Jersey to catch Glen Gray and 
the Casa Loma Orchestra with Peewee Hunt and Kenny Sargent. 

Of course, if you didn't feel like going out at all, you were still in luck-and 
you didn't have to be in New York either. All you had to do was turn on your radio and 
you could hear all sorts of great bands coming from all sorts of places, from the Ara- 
gon and Trianon ballrooms in Chicago, the Palomar Ballroom in Hollywood, the Raymor 
Ballroom in Boston, the Blue Room of the Hotel Roosevelt in New Orleans, the Mark Hop- 
kins Hotel in San Francisco, the Steel Pier in Atlantic City and hundreds of other 
hotels, ballrooms and nightclubs throughout the country, wherever an announcer would 
begin a program with words like "And here is the music of------}" 

The music varied tremendously from style to style and, within each style, from 
band to band. Thus you could hear all types of swing bands: the hardriving swing of 
Benny Goodman, the relaxed swing of Jimmie Lunceford, the forceful dixieland of Bob 
Crosby, the simple riff-filled swing of Count Basie, the highly developed swing of Duke 
Ellington, and the very commercial swing of Glenn Miller. 

Many of the big swing bands were built around the leaders and their instruments, 
around the clarinets of Goodman and Artie Shaw, the trumpets of Harry James and Bunny 
Berigan, the trombones of Jack Teagarden and Tommy Dorsey, the tenor sax of Charlie 
Barnet, the pianos of Ellington and Count Basie and the drums of Gene Krupa. 

And their were the sweet bands. They varied in style and in quality too. Some 
projected rich, full, musical ensemble sounds, like those of Glen Gray and the Casa 
Loma Orchestra, Isham denes, Ray Noble and Glenn Miller. Others depended more on in- 
timacy, like the bands of Hal Kemp and Guy Lombardo and of Tommy Dorsey when he feat- 
ured his pretty trombone. Others played more in the society manner-Eddy Duchin with 
his flowery piano and Freddy Martin with his soft, moaning sax sounds. And then there 
were the extra sweet bandleaders. Lombardo, of course, was one. So was his chief im- 
itator, Jan Garber. So was the waltz king, Wayne King. 

And there were the novelty bands, generally lumped in with the sweet bands~Kay 
Kyser, with all his smart gimmicks, including his College of Musical Knowledge and his 
singing song titles; Sammy Kaye, who also used singing song titles and introduced his 
"So You Wanna Lead a Band" gimmick; and Blue Barron, who aped Kyser, who aped Lombardo. 

There were so many bands playing so many different kinds of music some well, some 
adequately, some horribly-all with their fans and followers. The Metronome poll, in 
which readers were invited to vote for their favorite bands in three divisions (Swing, 
Sweet and Favorite of All), listed almost three hundred entries in each of the four 
years from 1937 through 190. And those were merely the bands that the readers liked 
most of all! There were hundreds more all over the country that didn't even place. 

Why were some so much more successful than others? Discounting the obvious com- 
mercial considerations, such as financial support, personal managers, booking offices, 


recordings, radio exposure and press agents, four other factors were of paramount im- 
over 
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portance. There was, of course, the bands musical style. This varied radically from 
band to band. A Tommy Dorsey was as far removed from a Tommy Tucker as an Artie Shaw 
was from an Art Kassel or a Sammy Kaye was from a Sam Donahue. Each band depended up- 
on its own particular style, its own identifiable sound, for general, partial or just 
meager acceptance. In many ways, the whole business was like a style show-if the pub- 
lic latched on to what you were displaying, you had a good chance of success. If it 
rejected you, you'd better forget it. 

Generally it was the band's musical director, either its arranger or its leader 
or perhaps both, who established a style. He or they decided what sort of sound the 
band should have, how it should be achieved and how it should be presented, and from 
there on proceeded to try to do everything possible to establish and project that 
sound, or style. 

Secondly, the musicians within a band, its sideman, played important roles. Their 
ability to play the arrangements was, naturally, vitally important. In some bands the 
musicians themselves contributed a good deal, especially in the swing bands, which de- 
pended upon them for so many solos; and in the more musical bands, whose leaders were 
willing to listen to and often accept musical suggestions from their sidemen. 

But the musicians were important in other ways too. Their attitude and cooperat- 
ion could make or break a band. If they liked or respected a leader, they. would work 
hard to help him achieve his goals. If they had little use for him, they'd slough off 
both him and his music. The more musical the band and the style, the greater, gener- 
ally speaking, the cooperation of its musicians in all matters-personal as well as 
musical. 

Salaries? They were important, yes, in the bands that weren't so much fun to 
play in. But if the band was good musically and if the were aware that their leader 
was struggling and couldn't pay much, money very often became secondary. Pride and 
potential and, most importantly, respect usually prevailed. 

Thirdly, the singers-or the band vocalists, as they were generally called, often 
played important roles in establishing @ band's popularity, in some cases even surpass= 
ing that of the band itself. A good deal depended upon how much a leader needed to or 
was willing to feature a vocalist. Most of the smarter ones realized that any extra 
added attraction within their own orginization could only redound to their credit.Even 
after many of those singers had graduated to stardom on their own, their past relation- 
ships with the bands added a touch of glamour to those bands and their reputations. 

Thus such current stars as Frank Sinatra and Jo Stafford still bring back memories 
of Tommy Dorsey, Doris Day of Les Brown, Ella Fitzgerald of Chick Webb, Peggy Lee of 
Benny Goodman and Perry Como of Ted Weems. 

And there were many others who meant very much to their leaders-Bob Eberly and 
Helen O'Connell to Jimmy Dorsey, Ray Eberle and Marion Hutton to Glenn Miller, Dick 
Haymes and Helen Forrest to Harry James, Kenny Sargent and Peewee Hunt to Glen Gray, 
Bea Wain to Larry Clinton, Ivy Anderson to Duke Ellington, Mildred Bailey to Red Norvo 
Anita O'Day to Gene Krupa, June Christy to Stan Kenton, Ginny Sims to Kay Kyser, Dolly 
Dawn to George Hall, Wee Bonnie Baker to Orrin Tucker, Amy Arnell to Tommy Tucker, 
Jimmy Rushing to Count Basie, Al Bowlly to Ray Noble, Eddy Howard to Dick Jurgens, Bon 
Bon to Jan Savitt, Skinnay Ennis to Hal Kemp and, of course, Carmen Lombardo to Brother 
Guy. 

But of all the factors involved in the success of a dance band-the business affairs 
the musical style, the arrangers, the sidemen, and the vocalist, nothing equaled in im- 
portance the part played by the leaders themselves. For in each band it was the leader 
who assumed the most vital and most responsible role. Around him revolved the music, 
the musicians, the vocalist, the arrangers and all the commercial factors involved in 
running a band, and it was up to him to take these component parts and with them achieve 
success, mediocrity or failure.

Blackboard Jungle (MGM - 1955) 
(***S) Glenn Ford, Anne Francis, Louis 
Calhern, Margaret Hayes, John Hoyt, 
Richard Kiley, Sidney Poitier, Vic Mor- 
row, Rafael Campos; directed by Rich- 
ard Brooks. 

Glen, Ford plays new teacher Richard 
Dadiet (his students call him Mr. Dad- 
dy-O) who finds himself in the middle 
of trouble in a New York vocational 
school. The story really isn’t much as 
Ford tries to “get through to the kids” 
and encounters opposition on the way, 
but there are other things that make 
this film a must. 

(a) Top-notch performances by the 
entire cast, especially Ford, Poitier and 
Campos. Vic (“Combat”) Morrow is 
a gas as the chief student trouble maker 
—“I don't think you like me, teach.” 

(b) Suspenseful moments as the high 
school guys smash the 78 record col- 
lection of a math instructor, try to rape 
their home-room teacher in the library 
and beat the shit out of Ford in an 
alley. 

(c) Any movie that has this forward 
on the European version can't be all 
bad: “The scenes and events depicted 
here are fictional. The U.S. is fortunate 
in having a school system that is a trib- 
ute to its faith in youth.” 


Cool and the Crazy, The (AMI-1958) 
(***WY) Scott Marlowe, Gigi Perreau, 
Dick Bakalyan, Dick Jones. 

From The Hollywood Reporter: “A 
few weeks ago a Brooklyn school prin- 
cipal committed suicide because he could 
not supress the rape and hoodlumism 
in his institution. The Cool and the 
Crazy is a badly written, sloppily edited, 
poorly directed, low budget film that 
may well inspire more such tragedies.” 
It’s a classic. Just out of reform school, 
Scott Marlowe starts turning on his class- 
mates at the high school. Eddie the Push- 
er gives Scott the weed and when they 
all “come back for more” they find it 
costs money. 

The hard hitting truth continues as a 
kid is killed attempting to hold up a gas 
station for reefer money, with Marlowe 
finally killing Eddie for more dope only 
to get his just deserves in a flaming car 
crash. All this was filmed on location in 
Kansas City, where actors Bakalyan and 
Jones were actually busted when “their 
ducktails and delinquent appearance at- 
tracted the attention of the local police.”

Gidget (Columbia-1950) (*MY) San- 
dra Dee, James Darren, Cliff Robertson, 
Doug McClure, Four Preps; cinematog- 
raphy by Burnett Guffey. 


Girl plus midget equals Gidget. Get 
it? Ha, ha, ha. Sandra Dee is pert and 
perky; James Darren is strong and sensi- 
tive; and with a duo like that and an- 
other God-awful triangle romance things 
couldn’t get much worse.

Another British juvenile delinquency 
drama with the excellent acting and di- 
rection. Sims plays the poor unfortu- 
nate chick who ends up on the wrong 
side of the law, but all turns out fine 
in the end. 


Teenage Wolfpack (D.C.A. (German)- 
1957) (**WY) Henry Bookholt (known 
later as Horst Bucholz), Karen Baal, 
Christian Derner. 

Plot is a triangle again but the acting 
is good for a change. German made 
originally, it comes to the states via Eng- 
land, and is a real cultural oddity. 
Dubbed, but pretty good nonetheless. 


Untamed Youth (Warners - 1957) 
(**WY) Mamie Van Doren, Lori Nel- 
son, John Russel, Eddie Cochran, Lurene 
Tuttle, the Hollywood Rock 'n Rollers. 

Mamie and Lori get busted for vag- 
rancy and put on a reform school farm, 
run by a naive old woman judge and a 
vicious bad-guy, who has some nasty 
watch-dogs. Mamie struts the stuff in 
this one, with John Russel as the horny 
bad-guy. Entertaining. 


Don’t Knock the Rock (Columbia- 
1956) (***M) Bill Haley and the Com- 
ets, Alan Dale, Alan Freed, the Tren- 
jers, Little Richard, Dave Appell and 
the Apple Jacks: produced by Sam Katz- 
man. 

This sequel to Rock Around the 
Clock is at least as good as the origi- 
nal, with Dale and Freed engaged in 
varied high jinx as they try to prove rock 
and roll is a “harmless outlet for today’s 
youth.” Many excellent songs including 
“Calling All Comets,” and “Don’t Knock 
the Rock,” by Haley; “Tutti Frutti,” 
and “Long Tall Sally,” by Little Rich- 
ard, 


Girl Can't Help It, The (Fox-1956) 
(***M) Tom Ewell, Jayne Mansfield, 
Edmund O'Brien, Fats Domino, Little 
Richard, the Platters, Gene Vincent and 
the Blue Caps, the Treniers, the Chuckles, 
Nino Tempo, Eddie Cochran, Abbey 
Lincoln. 

Jayne Mansfield’s first flick and a 
strange one indeed as the script writers 
dust off the “gangster who wants his 
dame to make it in show business” bit. 
Edmund O'Brien is great as the head 
hood, with Tom Ewell playing the agent 
who must find Jayne a gig. The show is 
equally divided between Mansfield’s body 
and some great jams by Little Richard, 
Gene Vincent and Eddie Cochran. Good 
clean fun, in color. 


Go, Johnny, Go (Valiant - 1959) 
(***M) Alan Freed, Jimmy Clanton, 
Sandy Stewart, Chuck Berry, Eddie 
Cochran, Cadillacs, Flamingoes, Jackie 
Wilson, Richie Valens; produced by Alan 
Freed. 

Another star-studded musical with 
Jimmy Clanton starring as Johnny Mel- 
ody, a poor orphan boy who makes it 
big through a talent search held by Alan 
Freed. The hardships, ironies, and humor 
enroute to the big-time are supposed to 
provide basis for the story but as usual 
the music is the only thing that’s really 
worthwhile. Among the stand-outs are 
the Flamingoes and the Cadillacs; with 
rare appearances by the late greats Richie 
Valens and Eddie Cochran. 


High School Confidential (MGM- 
1959) (***WY) Russ Tamblyn, Mamie 
Van Doren, Jan Sterling, John Drew 
Barrymore, Michael Landon, Jackie

If you were a teenager in the rockin' 1950's, and had resided in Great Britain. 
You would have experienced a moment in time when the British Isles were a rockin' and 
a rollin' (and not by an earthquake either,) I can see it all now. Just as it was then 
I lived in England and I remember it so well. 4 

In the early 50's, we would listen to such artist as, Doris Day, Frank Sinatra, Pat 
Boone and Mario Lanza. As the 50's progressed, a new type sound was being aired from a 
station called, radio Luxenberg. It was none other than Bill Haley, we British teenagers 
went daffy. Without warning this new type sound was born, we loved it, we couldn't believe 
our ears-and our ears couldn't get enough. 

Then there was a day when, "Rock-Around the Clock" was to be shown at the locai 
theatre. Curious chaps and birds came from everywhere just to get.a taste of what these 
groups were putting down. Many were to leave this day from the theabre influenced by a 
new experience, addicted to a style of music with a label to be known as Rock 'n' Roll. 

Our parents had their own opinions about this music we were flippin' over. It was 
driving them mad, they thought we were sick. That's all they heard from us. Our par- 
ents being reserved and not at all liberal, thought it would be just a fad. Little did 
they realize British kids really dug and loved this new exciting sound. We did want more 
and it came. It came by the way of Little Richard, when his recordings were played over 
the air, we were all to go crazy again. 


The in scene of the 1950's was jive talk, there were three kind of teenagers then. 
The Teddy Boys, they were the Marlon Brando type who were tough and acted real cool. 
Their mode of dress was the greaser look, leather jackets, blue jeans and always with 
the motorbikes. They were feared by many, my brother Tommy was a member. They dug this 
new music, using their own way of talking-rhyme raps. If you liked to Rock'n'Roll you 
liked to jive and bop. 

The second type of teenager was much like the hippies in their time in the USA. 

The dress was and general appearance similar to the scene that was happening here. They 
were weird and kept mostly to themselves. Hanging out in cafes and on the beach never 
working... They were called bikniks. 

The third type were chaps who were neither Teddy Boys or Bikniks, just typical 
British teenagers, who loved the rock'n'roll sound. On Friday and Saturday would meet 
with friends at the local pubs. British teenagers back in the 1950's were really into 
drinking. Not being able to afford the hard stuff, many drank beer and guinness stout. 
It was cheaper, but it did it's thing. We would rap and play darts then. at 9pm off to 
our local record hops to dance to rock'n'roll. The fellers would be dressed up in their 
one button jackets and peg pants, we wondered how they ever managed to get in them. The 
average chap did like to dress up. I must say we all had class and looked smashing. 
Italian suits and Edwardian suits were to be most popular with them. Suede shoes of 
bright colors. pointed toes, cuff links, fancy tie pins. Everything had to match, hair 

styles of the day were D.A's = side burns and all. 

Now for the girls, we were never called chicks, we were known as birds and tarts. 
The boys were called chaps. Our dress style changed in the 50's, instead of longer 
skirts and bobby socks, our skirts were worn knee length and tight with small splits 
in either side or just at the back. We wore fancy blouses, or tight turtle neck tops. 
Nylons with the back seam and four inch high heel shoes, long hanging hair with earrings 
all the time, heavy makeup and cat eyes were really in. 

We took buses everywhere, it was our only means of transport, unless your chap owned 
a motorbike. We also had trolleys on which we had much fun. The place I lived at was 
haat Blacpool, many came from all around to vacation there. It's similar to Alantic 

y here. 

Black harmony groups of the USA were never played in Britain during the 1950's, we 
did miss a great deal of fine music in this area. But I understand the same problem was 
present right here. But you need not miss it no longer, because by tuning in to the 
"ANTIQUE BLUES SHOW" on WPKN on Sunday nights, my husband Bill Nolan will be Honkin' it 
your way. Make it a date to tune us in at 5:00pm to 8:00pm, coming your way via WPKN 
University of Bridgeport, Conn. Bill show airs R&B and Rock'n'Roll from the great years 
of the 1950's every Sunday night. The blues don't care who's got em'. It's R&B for you 
and me. Rock and Roll well Bless my Soul. 

In my next article I will tell about the music of the late 50's, right up to the 
time I was to leave England. I am the wife of Bill Nolan the Antique Blues DJ. Don't for 
get to tune us in if your in the neighborhood. You might just tune us in for more.

But let Richard Nader, 
whose track record in present- 
ing rock and roll is legendary, 
give you his idea on the sub- 
ject. 

“Music runs in cycles,’ he 
says. “The first three years of 


a decade lead to nostalgia be-- 


cause there's no direction. 
People face the decade with a 
skeptical outlook. 

“In the Seventies, we've 
seen old brand names ques- 
tioned, and even the govern- 
ment faces a credibility defi- 
cit. The world has become 
leaderless, and as society be- 
comes more insecure, our 
brains tell us to go back; we 
automatically revert and try 
to grab security, comfort, ac- 
ceptance. And music is the 
key, the-expression of a so- 
ciety.”” 

And compared to today, he 
declares, the 1950s were the 
most fun time of all for many 
people in their late ‘twenties 
and early thirties. 

UT HOW ABOUT the 

teen-agers and young-20s 
that show up at rock and roll 
revival concerts? ’ 


“For a person of 22,” Nader 
said, “it’s not anostalgia 
trip,” and here he brings up 
another reason for the popu- 
larity of the genre. ‘‘For them, 
it’s a new form of entertain- 
ment.”” 

He points out that once the 
Beatles shed their look-alike 
suits, performers started ap- 


pearing on stage in dungarees" 


and t-shirts and other clothes 


they'd wear on the street 
every day. “No showman- 
ship," Nader declared. “It 
was head music. They'd sing 
to their amplifiers, to their 
guitars, to each other — and 
maybe sometimes the audi- 
ence." 

_While the latter-day rock. 
bands were wired in place, he 
said, the rock and roll acts, 
would dance, wear colorful 
costumes, or indulge in a bit of 
comedy. 


And how about the people 
past 35 who appreciate the 
Coasters and the Drifters and 
Chuck Berry and all the rest? 
“They're applauding me mo- 
ries,’’ Nader said. 


ADER ADDED an inter- 

esting demographic note 
on his audiences. For the first 
few concerts, he estimated, his 
audience was split 70 percent 
over 25 and 30 percent under. 
In later concerts those figures 
have been almost exactly re- 
versed, he says. 

“Now, Rock and Roll Re- 
vival is not a nostalgia show. I 
don’t ever mention the Brook- 
lyn Fox or the Paramount en- 
ymore, when I introduce the 
“acts,” he said. 

That doesn’t mean there 
isn’t a lot of nostalgia around. 

“Rosemary Clooney sold 
somewhere between 750,000 
and 1 million of those old hits- 
of-the-Fifties albums," he 
said. “And there have been at 
least a dozen offers like that 
being pitched on TV, and they 
all did great business. So you 
can just imagine what kind of 
a market there is. 

“And look in your own 
paper. You'll see two pages 
of ads for clubs featuring 
‘golden oldies’ acts.” 

Nader's travels have taken 
him across the country, and 
he’s had a chance to see that 
nostalgia is not just an East 
Coast thing. Ciro’s in Los An- 
geles, where the glamour peo- 
ple of Hollywood used to go to

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Shop With Vintage Records Is Closing 


By C. GERALD FRASER 

It's a shabby, musty little 
shop in midtown Manhattan. 
But it's also the world’s largest 
establishment selling old and 
rare phonograph records. Now, 
after 26 years, Jack Meltzer 
is packing up his 1906 “Gems 
of the ‘Sunshine Girls’ and his 
Carusos, and closing his Merit 
Record Shop. 

“For two good reasons,” he 
told a visitor. “Our lease winds 
up Jan. 31 and I'm of retire- 
ment age — I’m 70 years; 
old.” 

The shop, at 57 West 46 
Street, is a peculiarly New 
York City institution, and has 
attracted customers from all 
over the world. 

“It couldn’t operate in a 
small town,” Mr. Meltzer said. 
It is in New York, he said, 
because this is where the col- 
lectors — those who sell to him 
and those who buy from him 
— are.

How to Play Records 
with Record Changers 


jp their delicate nature, it becomes apparent that records were 
originally designed and developed to be played singly and not piled 
one on top of the other. However, when we consider the convenience 
(not to mention the commercial aspects of record production) we rec- 
ognize the necessity for the development of the “automatic record 
player” or record changer. 


While it is true that most, if not all, of the older record changers 
posed some serious problems of distortion and varying stylus pressures 
and tracking angles, some of today’s better units have in a large measure 
remedied these problems. Nevertheless, we are still faced with the prob- 
lem of groove damage caused by one record dropping on another while 
the turntable is rotating. This damage is vastly increased by the abrasive 
action of dirt, dust and grit, which may be lodged in the grooves of either 
or both records. 


It is essential to reduce this “wear and tear” to a minimum. The 
obvious solution is to remove all possible dirt, dust and grit before stack- 
ing. This is best accomplished by properly cleaning each record (on both 
sides) before playing. Fortunately, slitting the sleeve as previously de- 
scribed facilitates the cleaning process. For all we need do now is to place 
the record in its sleeve on a clean surface, open the sleeve, clean one side 
with either the Preener, Manual Parastat or Hi Fi Parastat, turn it over 
and clean the other side and then place it on the Record Changer spindle. 
In this manner we minimize the problem of record changer stacking. 


How to Store Records 


DEALLY, records should be stored in a closed cabinet, where the humid- 

‘ity can be controlled. If a sufficient degree of humidity is maintained in 
the cabinet, we will be able to avoid some of more harmful aspects of 
static electricity. The installation of some form of atmospheric humidifier 
which can maintain the moisture in the cabinet at a 75/80% relative 
humidity will maintain records which have been inerted of static charge 
free of static. 


Additionally, records should be arranged vertically, with the open 
ends of the jackets toward the back of the cabinet. Further, any open 
space between the records should be filled with books, or similar objects 
so that the records are kept upright under gentle pressure. In this way 
we prevent warpage. 


Lastly, records should never be stored where excess temperatures 
can result. Storage of records in direct sunlight can easily warp records. 


Remember, records like people, function best under moderate tem- 
perature and humidity conditions.
